The events of 1870-71 were tragic 
in their effect upon the life of that 
lovely butterfly, the spouse of Na- 
poleon the Little. 
At the conclusion of*the way he 
had entered upon so gaily Napoleon 


time in his chequered life. Sedan 
had been his undoing, and Paris 
wreacked vengeance on his consort 
by beseiging her in the Tuileries. 

One Sunday afternoon the Em- 
press resolved to attempt an escape. 
It was four a’clock, she had n 
morey, and was without food. Som 
one procured her a cab, and she 
passed through the streets unreco3- 
nized save by one little boy. Her 
“cocher” took her to two houses in- 
habited by Royalists, but both fami- 
lies were away from home. 

After a wearisome journey fraught 
with fatigue and anxiéty, she ar- 
rived at Deauville, near Trouville, in 
a Normandy peasant’s cart  forty- 
eight hours after her flight from the 
capital. A  -well-wisher introduced 
her to Sir John Fox Burgoyne, whose 
yacht, the Gazelle, was waiting in port 
to convey his wife to England on her 
return from Switzerland, 

Sir John, whose statue now stands 
in a corner of Carlton house terrace, 
bravely arranged to take her majesty 
across the channel to a place of safety. 
This, however, was sooner promised 
than it could be performed. A fearful 
storm raged, and in the early morning 
of September 7th the vessel capsized 
in the Bay of Biscay, and with the ship 
sank Sir John Burgoyne’s only son, 
V.C., the commander. 

Ignorant of the sad news, the own- 
er of the Gazelle set sail as soon as 
the tempest slightly lulled, even then

Farming on Vancouver Island 
It has been said that agriculture is 
declining in British Columbia, the 
statement being based on limited ob- 
servation. Live statistics for the 
past year show a slight decrease ‘n 
dairying. This is largely owing to 
the fact of the acquisition of farming 
lands contiguous to cities for sub- 
division and residential purposes thus 
putting out of business many farms 
that used to supply the cities of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, with dairy and 
other farm products. There has, 
however, been a considerable increase 
in dairying in the outlying districts 
and it will only be a very short time 
before this l.ss is made up by dis- 
tricts ‘further away from our contres 
of population.

Recent 
observations has led to the belief 
that the-firds are not killed as a rule 

‘asning against the light, but by 
sheer weariness. The lighthouses 
probably .isturb the instinct of the 
birds for direction. If the flight is 
made in one dash they keep the sense 
of direction intact. If they stop and 
circle around the light they become 
temporarily dazed. 

The Royal Society for the Preser- 
vation of Birds is interested in this 
scheme, and it is hoped to make bird 
perches a permanent equipment of 
the lighthouse,

_ Put Forth in Providing Means of | sup 


Education for the Increasing Popu- 
lation, New Schools Being Opened 
Every Week ot the Year. 

The school attendance in Canada 
fs set forth in a statistical work just 

ublished by the ceusus branch and 

upon the last census. The to- 
tal popiuiation between the ages of 
six and twenty years was 2,142,909, 
of which rumber 1,124,800 were at- 
tending school in 191v. The  per- 
centage is 64.61. Of the total 991,534 
were Canadians, 58,115 British and 
76,161 foreign born. In the eastern 
provinces. the highest’ percentage of 
attendance between 7 and 14 years 
was in Prince Edward Island with 
$4.60 per .cent. closely followed by 
Ontario with 84.27 per cent.; Nova 
Scotia with 82.86 per cent.; Quebec 
With 80.96 per cent., and New Bruns- 
wick 80.05 pez cent. In the west, 
British Columbia led with 75.33 per 
cent.; Manitoba second with 74.64 per 
cent.; Saskatchewan, 66.71, and Al- 
berta, 62.83. 

In 1911 Prince Edward Island had .. 
school for the 196 of the total popula- 
tion, Nova Scotia one for every 185. 
New Brunswick one for every 186, 
Quebec one for every 290, and On- 
tario one for every 376. 

Quebec and Ontario show the great- 
est percentage of children between 7 
and 14 years of age attending schcol 
for more than six months, it being 
76.47 per cent. of the total number in 
Quebec and 74.43 per cent. in Ontario.

Conditions in the West 


The bulletin teferring more partic- 
ularly to the west says: “The western 
provinces being the mecca vf the im- 
migrant and the bachelor homestead- 
er from the eastern provinces, have 
to face the conditions which are in- 
cident to the opening up of settle- 
ment in a new country and therefore 
cannot be adversely compared as re- 
gards school attendance with older 
provinces of: Canada, where condi- 
tions are stable. There are many 
things which render it difficult for 
the settler. whether immigrant or 
Canadian born, to procure a working 
education for his children—the prin- 
cipal of which are, for the immigrant, 
if a foreigr lack of knowledge of our 
language, and for all classes, if home- 
steaders, that they have to take up 
land and make homes beyond the 
point where municipal organizations 
exist and which have unwillingly, for 
gome years to deny their children an 
absolute necessity: of a common 
schoo! education. 

“That the western provinces have 
mot been remiss in their duty in pro- 
viding means of education for the 
multitudes, which flock to their cities 
and spread over the plains in an ever 
increasing volume, is evidenced by 


the fact that Manitoba put in opera-. 


tion on an average two news schocls 
per week, each year since 1906, Sas- 
katchewan about five and Alberta 
about three per week. 
Percentage of Attendance 
Quebec and Ontario shows the 
eatest percentage for children 7 to 
4 years of age attending school for 
more than six months, being 76.47 
per cent. of the total number in 
Quebec and 74.43 per cent. in On- 
tario. In the Maritime provinces, the 
percentage ranges from 64.24 to 67.99 
per cent. and in the vraizie nrovinces, 
from 43.76 per cent., in Saskatche- 
wan to 61.74 per’ cent. in Manitoba. 
In British Columbia the proportion 
was 67.34 per cent. The M 
and prairie provinces show the 5 
est proportion attending school from 
four to six months in the year. : 

Of the school population between 
6 and 16‘only 67.90 per cent. of males 
and 68.78 per cent. of females were 
reported as being at school for any 
leneth of time ir the school vear pre- 
ceding the census. In cther words, 
for Canada, exclusive of Yukor and 
the Northwest Territories, 321 boys 
and 313 girls per 1,000 ef this age 
were allowed to remain away from 
school. According to this age group- 
ing the highest percentage of school 
attendance, 72.58 per cent. for males 
and 72.61 per cent. for females was 
made by Prince Edward Island and 
the lowest by Alberta, with 54.94 per 
ecent., for males and 54.68 per cent, 
for females.

A Record in Avalanches 
Avalanches in Switzeralnd have 
been numerous recently and it is said 
that there have been more recorded 
than for over a century. From all 
quarters come news of destruction 


caused by the fall of great masses | 


of snow down the mountain sides, 
but, by some happy fortune, no one 
has been injured, although there have 
been several narrow escapes. 

An hotel has been destroyed and a 
humber of houses crushed by an ava- 
lanche falling from the Col des Mcn- 
ets. 

Another avalanche sweeping down 
from a height of 1,200 feet has dam- 
aged a number of houses in La 
Rosiere and carried away several 
chatlets. The thunder of .he fall was 
such that it sounded as if the moun- 
tain were crash ng down, and _ the 
tempest caused was so violent that 
in the streets of Argentire, nearly 
three-quarters of a mile away, it was 
impossible to stand upright. 

At La Frasse, at the foot of the 
Aiguilles de Chamonix, an avalanche 
only came to a half at the walls of 
the housec of the village. An enor- 
mous number of trees were destrcy- 
ed, a railway line. damaged, a tunnel 
destroyed, and three chalets swept 
away. 

Another avalanche has cut the road 

between Chamonix and _  Lespraz, 
former town has been de- 
ht owing to damage done 
light works.

WOULD DECIMALIZE TIME 


Frenchman Proposes 20 Hours and

PRAIRIE INTO VALUABLE LAND 
__ 
Stupendous Irrigation Work Near 
Bassano Practically Com- 
‘ pleted 

The greatest irrigation plant on 
this side of the world was practically 
completed with the finishing of the 
great dam across the Bow river at 
Bassano, Alta.” 

In the Canadian work 3,000 men 
have been laboring constantly for 
three years. A battery of steam 
shovels, hundreds of concerte ma- 
chines. 2,000 teams, a corps of engi- 
neere and survey men, hundreds of 
freight cars for supplies and mater- 
fal, have been emjloyed. Altogether 
$17,000,000 has been spent to turn the 
territory into a rich agricultural dis- 
trict. 

The area affected by this aistribu- 
tion of water lies at the foothills of 
the Rocky Mountains. It stretches 
practically from the outskirts of Cai 
ary east to the Red Deer river and 
as far north as Edmonton. 

Cutting this immense irrigation 
“block” nearly in half is the Bow 
river, a stream 200 yards wide, which 
rises in the Rockies and flows, an icy 
torrent, through Alberta. Near Bas- 
Sano it bends in a wide sweep like a 
horseshoe, and there is located the 
Bassano dam. 

This dam is situated eighty-three 
miles east of Calgary, is 7,000 feet 
long, 350 feet thick at the base, nar- 
rowing at the top to forty-five feet. 
It is built of earth, re-enforced with 
concrete. Behind the dam are the 
gates of the main irrigution canal. 


Propose Ass'stance to Wool Growers 
The live stock branch of the Do- 
minion department of agriculture is 
prepared to offer practical assistance 
this year to associations of wool 
growers in the preparation and dis- 
Play of their wool clips for market. 
Associations, in order to receive this 
aid, must be organized in accordance 
with the regulations of the branch, 
and membership is limited to actual 
owners of sheep. West of Fort Wil- 
liam an association must contain at 
Teast’ 3,000 sheep, or sufficient to 
comprise one cafload of wool; east of 
there, a relative number. The. ser- 
vices of expert wool classifiers, who 
will take charge of. and perform the 
grading, classification and  prepara- 
tion of the wool will be provided. 
This proposal represents much 


|more than a mere continuation of the 
| work undertaken last year, when two 


wool classifiers, in the employ of the 
live stock branch, visited the western 
provinces and gave practical instruc- 
tion and advice to sheep raisers upon 
wool growing. 

Rather it means the introduction of 
a definite scheme whereby wool pro- 
ducers may be actually assisted in 
preparing .nd presenting their wools 
upon the market in the most accept- 
able fashion and thus he in a posi- 
tion to cater more directiy to the re- 
quiremets of the market. Moreover, 
it should prove ffective ‘in develcp- 
‘ng and improving the general status 
of sheep raising ani! in creating an 
impetus to the production and prepa” 
ation. of an improved grede of woo!

Plans are being made for the pro- 
vision of aerial landing places 
throughout Great Britain. At first 
these “air” ports will be situated at 
places where they are most needed 
by the services, but in course of time 
it is hoped to have forty or fifty dot- 
ted about the country. 

At least twenty-five acres will be 
required for each landing place, ‘and 
they will be equipped with two han- 


gars, fuel, spare parts, telephone. 
and, where possible, a wireless in- 
stallation. 


It is hoped that the financial re- 
sources will be considerably aug- 
mented by letting out the landing 
places as football and _ recreation 
grounds, but a considerable sum of 
money will be necessary for the in- 
itial expense, 

A’ nresent, cross-country flying is 
considerably handicapped by the/ab- 
sence uf suitable landing places, and 
it is hoped that a scheme which 
arouses local interest as well as pat- 
riotism will receive the fullest sup- 
port in the old country, and later

REPUBLIC OF MEXIGO 
AND ITS. HISTORY 


COUNTRY HAS BEEN THROUGH 
MANY HANDS AND STRANGE 
ADVENTURES 


History Dates Back to the Year 720— 
The Aztecs Estabilshed an Empire 
With a High Grade of Civilization 
Before the Invasion of the Span- 
lards. 


The republ'c of Mexico, officially 
called the United States of Mexico, 
Was one of the two great vice-royal- 
ties of Spain in the new world. Mex- 
ico and Peru, represented the domin- 
ions of a territory extending from the 
undefined north to the extremity of 
South America. 

From the hopelessly confused leg- 
endary accounts of everts in prehis- 
toric Mexico, it is possible to make 
out only a rough outline of what hap- 
pened. The Toltecs began a long 
course of wandering through the val- 
leys about the year 720. They held 
sway until 1103, when their power 
Was overthrown and they themselves 


driven southward through Central 
America. Their conquerors the Chi- 
chimecas, held the land until they 


were, in turn, overpowered by the 
Aztecs, who had wandered into the 
country from the north. 

~ Aztecs Established Empire 

The Aztecs established an empire 
with a high grade of civilization con- 
sidering the wildness and savugery of 
the rest of the American hemisphere. 
The architecture, government, mode 
of living, and commerce were such as 
to astonish the Spaniards under Cor- 
tez, who invaded the country in 1519. 
Montezum: was their emperor. 

The Spaniards quickly went to war 
with the Azetcs. The atter fought 
bravely for a tim.e, but could do noth- 
ing before Cortez’s cannon, 

In 1810 a priest, Miguel Hidalgo, 
rang the churck bell and called upon 
his people to throw off the yoke of 
foreign tyranny. A year later he was 
captured and shot, but the revolution 
continued until 1822, when Iturbide, 
a former Spanish official, but then a 
revolutionist, was procla'med emper- 
or of the independent monarchy, a 
year later « republic war established, 
and Quadalupe Victoria became the 
first president. 

Texas Quits Mexico 

In 1836 the Texans made good their 
separation frem Mexico, ana ten 
years later the United States army in- 
vaded the country, finding an easy 
conquest. Civil war followed and 
some of the European powers sent 
troops to protect the foreign citizens 
in Mexico. 

Later on, all but France withdrew 
their troops, and it v.as thea that Na- 
poleon Ill. unfolded his plan for es- 
tablishing a l'‘rench empire in Mexico. 
He persuaded the weak-willed Aus- 
trian Archduke Maximilian to ascend 
the throne with his wife, the now in- 
sane Empress Charlotte. 

The Mexicans then overthrew the 
monarchy, captured and shot the em- 
peror and established another repub- 
lic. General Juarez, leader of the 
patriots, kecame president. Upon his 
death, in 1872, Juarez, was succeeded 
by Lerdo de ‘lrejada, who was custed 
by Portfirio Tiaz, in 1877. Diaz was 
succeeded by his friend, Manuel Gon- 
zalez, in 1880, who was, in turn, fol- 
lowed by Diaz again, the latter having 
changed the constitution limiting the 
terms a president might hold, 

Follow United States 

fhe government is patterned after 
that of the United States, having a 
president, vice-president, congress 
composed of .wWo houses, and a simir 
lar system of judiciary. 

Mexico is one of the richest mining 
countries in the world, and has vast 
water, timber and agricultural re 
sources. It has been largely cevelop 
ed and exploited by foreign capital, 
with little or no advantage to the 
people at large. ~~ 

There are more than 16,000,600 in- 
habitants, over 10,000,000 of whom 
are pure-blooded Indians or largely of 
Indian blood. The ruling calss is, for 
the most part, of nearly pure Spanish 
blood, and ccnstitutes a very smalj 
part of the Lopulation, 


The Latest Homestead Map 

The twelfth edition of a publication 
which should prove of interest wo 
every person following the progress 
of settlement throughout the prov- 
ince of Manitoba, Saskatchewen and 
Alberta is now being prepared in the 
railway lands branch of the depart- 
ment of the ‘nterior at Ottawa. It is 
known as a “Homestead Map,” and 
shows in a graphic way the land sit- 
uaton up to the beginning of the 
present year, alsc the standing of 
each quarter section throughout the 
three prairie provinces, according to 
the records cf the department on the 
Ist of January, 1914. The map has 
been issued in three separate sheets, 
one for each province, the Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba sheets now being 
available for distribution, the addi- 
tional sheet covering the province of 
Alberta to follow at an early date. 

In addition to the information re 
garding lands which, have bee, home- 
steaded or otherwise disposed of, the 
publication contains complete infor- 
nation with respect to Indian reserves, 
timber berths, grazing leases, post of- 
fices, railways, etc., throughout the 
three provinces. 

The homestead map ig being dis- 
tributed free of charge. A copy of the 
Saskatchewan or Manitoba sheet may 
now be obtained upon application to 
F. C. C. Lynch, superintendent of 
railway lands, department of the In- 
terior, Ottawa.

brain Of a child of five years. 

The audience: laughed; but were 
thoroughly appreciative when the 
significance of the photographs wag 
explained by comparison with others 
of healthy and unhealthy adult 
brains. 

“It is no wonder we want to hang 
this sort of man,” remarked Dr. Wil- 
son, as a murderér’s brain section 
Was exposed to view, “but it is ob- 
vious that he should be treated as 
an undeveloped child and kept in a 
lunatic asylum.” 


Value of Military Training 

Sir Thomas Oliver, professor in the 
Durham College of Medicine, somes 
out strongly in favor of compulsory 
training for all young men. The 
value of athlcticism, he believes, is 
over-rated in a large number of in- 
stances. .It may render the frame 
more resistant to disease, and train- 
ing keeps the young out of dissipation 
until character has solidified. But 
physicial development carries with it 
no immunity from disease. 

The over-development of the heart 
resulting from rowing, running, or 
football, while good enough for a lad 
of 22 taking lots of exercise, is not 
best for a sedentary business man of 
30. He has more heart than he re- 
quires and his circulation is rather 
embarrassed than lightened. 

Compulsory military training, how- 
ever, has advantages for the nation 
as a whole and for the young men 
who undergo it. In it there is co- 
ordinate physical and mental train- 
ing. The habits of discipline, sense 
of duty, devotion to the idea of coun- 
try which it inoculates, do far more 
for young manhood than giving away 
to the unbridled spirit of sport with 
its excesses of one sided develop- 
ment. Moderation is, naturally, the 
special characteristic of military 
discipline. ‘There is no strain on a 
single set of muscles. The body is 
developed healthfully as a whole, and 
the mind is kept occupied in close re- 
lation with the physical processes.— 
New York Sun.

The letter from the representatives 
of four important business houses 
on the Plumage bill reveals the dif- 
ficulty involved in drafting any leg- 
islative measure. It is pointed out

Who shall 
adjudicate on the possible life time of 
a dressed feather or convict a callous 
damsel of misdemeanor when she 
swears that a feather triumphantly 
displayed in 2015 is a gift from the 
great-grandmother who purchased it 
in 1925 from stock imported in 1914? 
A bad loophole in the bill is thus re- 
vealed. How to stop it without in- 
flicting obvious injustice on  reput- 
able firms may well tax the ingenuity 


of legislators—London Daily Ex- 
press.
